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Panel eyes witnesses 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The House 
Judiciary Committee is meeting to 
decide on what witnesses, if any, it 
should call to clarify the detailed 
presentation of impeachment evidence 
it has been hearing since May 9. 
The panel also may vote today on 
whether to subpoena more evidence in 
the milk fund, ITT and Internal 
Revenue areas of its inquiry. 
Possible witnesses include John W. 
Dean III, President Nixon’s prime 
accuser regarding Watergate, and ex- 
White House special counsel Charles 
W. Colson, who has said in court that 


Nixon urged him to defame Pentagon 
Papers figure Daniel Ellsberg 
The witness list is expected to be 
short because the committee is under 
pressure from the Democratic caucus 
to make its final recommendations by 
Ju ly 15, party sources say. 
Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., has 
confirmed that he favors a prompt 
windup, though publicly he has set no 
firm target date. 
Another matter is what evidence 
should be released publicly. Most 
Republicans and some 
Democrats 
contend that only m aterials directly 


related to any impeachment recom­ 
mendation should be disclosed.

Mitchell action on Hughes 
called improper in report 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The U.S. 
attorney general’s secret approval of 
the extension of billionaire Howard 
Hughes’ gambling empire was linked 
closely to a $100,000 payment by 
Hughes to President Nixon’s closest 
friend, 
the 
staff 
of 
the 
Senate 
Watergate committee reports. 
The report to senators said the ap­ 
parent decision by Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell to approve Hughes’ purchase 
of the Dunes Hotel in Las Vegas vio­ 
lated the department’s own antitrust 
regulations and “ is clothed with the 
appearance of im propriety.” 
“ Except for the fact that the pur­ 


chase negotiations ultim ately fell 
through for financial reasons wholly 
unrelated to antitrust considerations, 
this is a classic case of governmental 
decision-m aking for friends,” the 
report said. 
The staff report, as yet unapproved 
by the full committee, was prepared 
after nearly a year of investigation into 
the payments made in 1970 to C.G. 
“ Bebe” Rebozo, a Florida banker and 
long-time friend of the President’s. 
W ritten under the direction of 
assistant chief counsel Terry Lenzner, 
the report is the first section of a 
High court rules 
on porno juries

The 
Supreme Court today ruled that juries 
do not have unlimited authority to 
decide what is obscene in their com­ 
munities. 
A unanimous court determined that 
the film “ Carnal Knowledge” is not 
obscene and overturned the conviction 
of a Georgia theater operator who 
showed it. 
In a related 5-4 decision, the court 
ruled in a California case that a 
brochure advertising “ The Illustrated 
Presidential Report on the Commission 
on Obscenity and Pornography” was 
hard-core m aterial which 
can 
be 
banned under a federal m ail law. 


Justice W illiam H. Rehnquist, who 
wrote the court’s opinions in both 
cases, said guidelines delivered in five 
landmark cases a year ago were not 


meant to give juries absolute freedom 
to ban movies and other m aterials as 
obscene. 
He recalled that the court last year 
“ made it plain that ... ‘no one w ill be 
subject to prosecution for the sale or 
exposure of obscene m aterials unless 
these m aterials depict or describe 
patently offensive hardcore sexual 
conduct.’” 
The 
court 
viewed 
“ Carnal 
Knowledge,” a film which gained wide 
critical acclaim , and concluded that it 
did not “ depict sexual conduct in a pat­ 
ently offensive way,” Rehnquist said. 
“ While the subject matter of the 
picture is, in a broader sense, sex, and 
there are scenes in which sexual 
conduct including 
‘ultimate sexual 
acts’ is to be understood to be taking 
place, the camera does not focus on the 
bodies of the actors at such times,” he 
continued. 
In the 1973 cases, the court rejected 
the application of a national standard 
defining punishable obscenity and said 
instead that prosecutors may move 
against film s and other m aterial on the 
basis of community standards. 
The ambiguity of community stan­ 
dards produced confusion in courts, 
and the Supreme Court did little to 
clarify it today. 
In the Georgia case, the court noted 
that its 1973 decision suggested that 
m aterial showing or describing normal 
or perverted sexual intercourse, 
masturbation, and excretory functions 
was within Ute range of punishable 
obscenity. 
“ While this did not purport to be an 
exhaustive catalog of what juries might 
find patently offensive, it was certainly 
intended to fix substantive con­ 
stitutional lim itations, deriving from 
the First Amendment ...,” Rehnquist 
said. 


comprehensive report on the con­ 
troversial Hughes-Rebozo money. 
It explores the theory that a “ quid 
pro quo” link did exist between those 
payments and efforts by Hughes to 
expand his hotel and gambling holdings 
in Las Vegas. 
According to the report, Hughes and 
Robert P. Maheu, then his chief 
Nevada lieutenant, chose Richard 
Danner, a Hughes employe and former 
Miam i, Fla., city manager, to act as 
political basion with the government. 
Danner was a friend of both Nixon 
and Rebozo and, the report notes, 
became the courier who delivered the 
$100,000 to Rebozo in cash. 
Danner told the committee that after 
a series of secret meetings from which 
antitrust attorneys were excluded, M it­ 
chell on March 19, 1970, approved the 
Dunes purchase. 
The report said that after Danner 
returned from one such 
meeting, 
“ Maheu set in motion one of the two 
$50,000 contributions to Rebozo.” 
It quoted Maheu as saying there were 
“ certain political obligations that had 
to be met” as the result of the Danner 
trip and that a Hughes lawyer had been 
ordered to pay out the money. 
“ The essential point here is that 
Maheu remembered a clear connection 
between the Danner-Mitchell meetings 
and the contribution to Rebozo,” the 
committee report said. 
“ I remember telling Danner that we 
had authority from Hughes to make a 
commitment to help the administration 
in some of the congressional races 
they’d be interested in ,” Maheu 
testified. 
“ But I don’t know to this day if he 
took the matter up with Mitchell or 
someone else,” he said. 
M itchell, 
Nixon’s 
presidential 
campaign manager in 1968 and for part 
of 1972, has denied ever discussing 
campaign contributions. Danner also 
has said he only discussed the antitrust 
matter with M itchell. 


Major measures 
occupy Congress 


W ASHINGTO N (A P ) - Taxes, 
impeachment and concern over the 
spread of nuclear weapons to the 
Middle East occupy the attention of 
Congress this week. 
The Senate is resuming debate on tax 
cut and tax reform measures but 
chances of proposals passing appear to 
have evaporated. 
House activities include decisions on 
witnesses for the impeachment inquiry 
against President Nixon and hearings 
on whether nuclear power aid to Egypt 
and Israel could lead to development of 
nuclear weapons in that region. 
Opponents of action on the tax 
proposals 
succeeded 
through 
filibustering 
and 
parliam entary 
maneuvers in preventing any sub­ 
stantive votes on the issues last week. 
They have agreed to permit a roll call 
test today on a package proposal 
calling for a $6.6-billion income tax cut 
and a variety of reform measures that 
would raise $7 billion annually within 
four years from corporations and 
wealthy persons. 
But even sponsors of the package, led 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
concede it probably w ill be defeated. 
Kennedy then hopes to break the 
package down into its components and 


get separate votes, starting with the 
reform provision to repeal the 22 per 
cent oil depletion allowance. 
Even if this succeeds, the different 
items still could be filibustered. And 
many oil state senators stand ready to 
talk at length to protect the depletion 
allowance. 
The tax cut and tax reform measures 
are being offered as amendments to a 
debt ceiling bill, which must be sent to 
President Nixon by the end of the week, 
or the ceiling w ill drop to the per­ 
manent figure of $400 billion. This is $75 
billion below the present debt and 
would cause serious financial problems 
for the government. 
Because of the deadline, Senate 
leaders are expected to call off the fight 
on a tax cut and tax reform at some 
point and move to send the unamended 
debt ceiling bill to the White House. 
The Senate is scheduled to pass today 
a continuing resolution to provide funds 
for all government departments, pend­ 
ing action on the appropriations bills 
for fiscal 1975, which begins Ju ly I. 
Congress has not cleared a single one 
of thq required 14 bills. 
Also up for Senate passage today is 
legislation authorizing a $3-billion 
emergency loan program for livestock 
producers. 


Lottery rules 
for Ohioans 
announced 
C LEVELAN D , Ohio (A P )— Ohio 
could make a m illionaire every six to 
eight weeks under lottery rules ex­ 
pected to be announced today. 
Under the prize structure to be filed 
today with the secretary of state, about 
25,000 winners w ill qualify every week 
for $20 to $300,000, according to The 
Plain Dealer. 
The Lottery Commission had planned 
to withhold details of the prizes to gain 
maximum publicity but learned details 
would have to be made public today 
when they are filed, the newspaper 
said. 
Drawings are to be held every 
Thursday, starting IO days after the 
first tickets are sold, the commission is 
expected to announce. 
A single three-digit number and a 
double three-digit number w ill be 
picked in the drawing. If any of the 
series of five three-digit numbers on a 
player’s ticket matches the single 
number, the player wins $20 and 
becomes eligible for the million-dollar 
drawing. 
One hundred finalists are expected to 
share in prizes of $1,000 to $1 million in 
the drawing. The m illionaire would 
receive $50,000 a year for 20 years. 
If the double number matches any 
two ticket numbers, the holder can win 
$500 or $1,000 or be entered in the 
“ Buckeye 300,” depending on the color 
coding of the boxes in which the 
numbers fall.

Nixon bid

The 
Supreme Court today postponed a 
decision on President Nixon’s request 
for 
the 
evidence 
which 
led 
the 
Watergate grand jury to name him as 
an unindicted coconspirator. 
The court deferred action on Nixon’s 
request until July 8 when it has a 
hearing scheduled on his claim of 
executive privilege for tapes and docu­ 
ments wanted in connection with the 
Watergate cover-up trial. 
In a motion filed with the court last 
week, the President’s attorneys sought 
access to “ all transcripts, tape 
recordings 
of 
presidential 
con­ 
versations, grand jury minutes and 
exhibits” and other material bearing 
on the grand jury’s decision. 
They also asked that the evidence be 
made part of the record the court will 
consider in its review of Watergate-re­ 
lated matters. 
The court has agreed to consider 
Nixon’s claim of executive privilege for 
the tapes and documents, along with 
the question of whether a federal grand 
jury had the authority to name an in­ 
cumbent president as a coconspirator. 


Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
told the court Nixon had “ failed to meet 
the high standards imposed by the 
courts before grand jury material will 
be released.”

M ideast withdrawal 
nears completion

The 
Israeli-Syrian 
troop 
dis­ 
engagement in the Golan Heights 
neared completion today, leaving only 
the ruins of the town of Quneitra to be 
given up. 
Israeli troops on the Golan Heights 
handed a one-mile-wide strip of cap­ 
tured Syrian territory over to United 
Nations forces and retreated to posi­ 
tions west of the 1967 cease-fire line. 
The strip was the last part of the 300- 
square-mUe Syrian bulge captured 
during last October’s Arab-Israeli war. 
The Israeli withdrawal was the third 
phase in the disengagement negotiated 
by Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger. 
The disengagement is to be com­ 
pleted by Wednesday with the Israeli 
evacuation of Quneitra, the war- 
ravaged Golan Heights capital cap­ 
tured by Israel in the 1967 war. 
Isra el’s sem iofficial state radio 
reported the withdrawal from southern 
Lebanon of Syrian soldiers who acted 
as spotters for artillery batteries that 
attacked Israeli positions on Mt. 
Hermon during and after the October 
war. IsraoUiad charged that the Syrian 
spotters disguised^ themselves as 
Palestinian! guerrillas.• 
' 
In Jerusalem , Prem ier Yitzhak 
Rabin said Israel’s only chance for 
survival is to strengthen its defenses 
while searching for peace. He told a 
group of Zionist leaders that Israel 
would continue 
to 
attack 
Arab 
guerrillas in Lebanon “ in every place 
and at every time it deems necessary.” 
Yosef Tekoah, Israel’s ambassador 
to the United Nations, said that if the 
U.N. Security Council meets to discuss 


Israel’s air attacks last week on 
Palestinian strongholds in Lebanon, he 
would call for sanctions against 
countries that allow terrorists to 
operate from their territory. 


The U. S. Navy announced that a 
Navy landing craft, the 522-foot LST 
Barnstable County, had moved halfway 
down the Suez Canal and anchored off 
Ismailia to serve as a base for 
American units helping to clear the 
waterway of wrecks and explosives. 
The Barnstable County was the first 
American ship in the canal since the 
1967 war closed it.

generally has been successful here and 
should be continued. 
About one in four persons sentenced 
to prison in the state is granted shock 
probation today, nearly nine years 
after Ohio adopted the experiment as 
an option for judges, Allen and Beran 
say. 
The theory is that convicted felons 
who are not hardened criminals may 
benefit more from short exposure to 
prison than from long terms. 
The study notes that shock parolees 
are likely to be persons with fam ily or 
community ties who also have good 
prospects for employment.

N A SH V ILLE, Tenn. (A P ) — It seems 
weird in this disc jockey day and age, 
but there’s a morning radio show here 
featuring a 10-piece band. A live one. 
It’s part of W SM ’s "Waking Crew,” 
the local talk and music effort that 
start’s ifs 75-minute version of reveille 
weekday mornings at 7:45 a.m. 
The proceedings, held in a sur­ 
prisingly unguarded studio where 
unwary visitors are apt to find them­ 
selves part of the day’s act, has been on 
WSM for 22 years. 
One of the last of its kind in the U.S., 
it’s a stubborn holdout from the days 
listeners arose to "Don M acNeil’s 
Breakfast Club” and not deejay 
chatter. 
As WSM-AM’s General Manager Len 
Hensel puts it, "The show is what we 
play for the Mochiciams.” 
What makes this tribe a bit unusual 
— at least for those who think Nashville 
means only country music — is that its 
music is decidedly uncountry. 
Last Monday, for example, the wares 
included “ Bluesette,” “ I Cover The 
W aterfront," “ Sing" from "Sesame 
Street" and 
"Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band." 
The contemporary approach aims at 
Nashville’s urbanites, not the country 


fans WSM programs for at night, and 
the ratings show it works well, Hensel 
says. 
“ The show is nostalgic, but it’s more 
than that," adds Teddy Bart, 38, the 
Pennsylvania-born 
host 
of 
the 
"W alking Crew” since 1972. " It ’s a 
tradition." 
The tradition currently includes a 
different local vocalist each day, plus 
B ill W illiam s, 
southern 
editor 
for 
Billboard magazine, and John Bibb, 
sports editor of the Nashville Ten­ 
nessean. 
William s does news and country 
music items and Bibb, the sporting 
scene. Each does his thing in an off­ 
hand conversational way. It’s not the 
frantic Manhattan approach by a long 
shot. 
Members of the band, all on staff at 
WSM, also chip in, razzing and being 
razzed, the give-and take more akin to 
a studio rehearsal than an on-air show. 
The humor is a shade corny at times, 
but it’s not hillbilly. On one show, for 
example, band pianist Joe Layne was 
chided for trying to sell autographed 
pictures of Dizzy Gillespie at a country 
music show. 
The “ Waking Crew " isn’t a low cost 
venture by any means. Hensel says it 
costs close to $2,000 a week to air and 
ifs on 52 weeks a year.

France’s nuclear tests 


France continues its ill-advised 
insistence 
on 
conducting 
at­ 
mospheric nuclear tests despite 
intensive international protest. A 
series of blasts will be touched off on 
Muroroa Atoll in the Pacific, the site 
of testing by the French each 
summer since 1966. 
The last series aroused great but 
in the end ineffectual opposition, 
especially in Australia and other 
Pacific nations. France was rightly 
charged with actions running 


counter to the prevailing worldwide 
sentiment for curbs on the nuclear 
arms race. Paris, relying heavily on 
the fact that France is not a 
signatory to the test ban treaty, 
bulled it through and completed the 
tests. 
Now we are confronted with the 
same situation all over again. TM* 
time the French insistence on at­ 
mospheric tests seems all the worse 
because it follows so closely on the 


heels of India’s entry into the 
nuclear sweepstakes. 
French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing has made the welcome 
promise that these will be the last 
French tests conducted in the at­ 
mosphere. Much more welcome 
would be an immediate renunciation 
of further testing to betoken concern 
about the spread of nuclear 
capability. New Delhi and Paris are 
showing themselves callous to this 
consideration. 
WASHINGTON CALLING . . . b y Marquis Childs 
Those committee leaders 
WASHINGTON - Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino is sick at heart over the 
continuing leaks that he believes are 
seriously jeopardizing the standing of 
the House Judiciary Committee. The 
discipline and coherence which Rodino 
sought to maintain at the outset of the 
inquiry into the impeachment of the 
President have been seriously eroded. 
The news leaks are manna from 
heaven 
for 
the 
White 
House. 
Presidential counsellor Dean Burch 
went on television the other evening to 
say that the inability of the committee 
to keep documents and confidential 
tapes secret is proof of the committee’s 
unreliability. 


THE IRONY is that most of the 
leaking, according to committee 
sources, comes from three Democratic 
members who are hottest for im­ 
peachment. They do not seem to realize 
that their response to the pressure 
from newsmen is putting the chance of 
an impeachment resolution in serious 
jeopardy. 
The odds have been against im­ 
peachment from the start. That is the 
view of a staff director who has tried to 
keep a detached point of view in all the 
turmoil surrounding the work of the 
committee. And they are against im­ 
peachment today in this carefully 
calculated view. 
The leakers behave as though this 
were some relatively minor matter 
involving a federal judge instead of the 
most important test of law and order in 
the history of the nation. The newsmen 


press in after each secret session and 
the result has been a series of 
disclosures. 
The latest 
disclosure of two con­ 
fidential memorandums supplied by 
committee staffers appeared in The 
New York Times. They were two of a 
total of 14 leaked after a single session. 
When his aides come to him to report 
on the flow out of the sieve the com­ 
mittee is becoming, 
Rodino is 
dismayed. He has tried to be selective 
in distributing memorandums and staff 
analyses, but there is little he can do 
with a committee made up of 38 men 
and women each representing his own 
district. 
The 
leakers 
are 
especially 
vulnerable to pressure from their 
home-town newsmen since they hope 
for favorable treatment in the coming 
election campaign. 
Those trying objectively to gauge the 
chance of an impeachment resolution 
were struck by the power of the 
Administration in the vote on the land* 
use bill. By 211 to 204 the House turned 
down the relatively mild measure 
providing a degree of federal par­ 
ticipation, without sanctions, in land* 
use planning. 
Assailed by conservatives, the 
measure as late as January had the 
support of Secretary of Interior Rogers 
Morton, who gave it the Administration 
blessing as a conservation measure. 
Then the conservatives led by Rep. 
John J. Rhodes of Arizona, the minority 
leader, turned on the heat. This was an 
invasion of private enterprise and the 
right of the landowner. 


ON ORDERS from the White House, 
Morton switched. Here was im­ 
peachment politics designed to win 
over those who would stand by the 
President in the impeachment crunch. 
To the troubles of the committee, add 
the Nixon television spectacular in the 
Middle East. He is on screen every 
night playing Mr. President on the 
news shows to cheering thousands. 
Against an exotic setting he promises 
peace and progress. 
Seen by anywhere from 30 million to 
40 million viewers, it takes no in-depth 
psychologist to see what coloration this 
lends to the President's authority. 
Never mind if the substance of these 
exchanges is so slight as to be 
negligible, the scene changes every 
night and that is what counts. 
Returning from the Middle East, the 
President, after a brief interval in 
Washington, will go to the Soviet Union. 
At least a week more of television 
coverage will come out of that visit 
with Mr. President again carrying out 
his mission for peace in the world. 
The contrast on screen with the 
House Judiciary committee is daun­ 
ting. Thirty-eight good men and 
women, they appear as uncertain 
stragglers divided in their views. 
This may all be resolved when the 
hearings go public and the mass of 
material accumulated to date is given 
out. That will put an end to the leaks. 
But a great deal of damage has already 
been done and, in arriving at the final 
score in the House of Representatives, 
it cannot be discounted.

Olentangy River ban 
lifted this morning 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency on 
Sunday said it would lift a ban on 
boating, fishing and swimming in the 
Olentangy River effective this mor­ 
ning. 
The ban was imposed late last week 
after a chemical plant fire in Delaware 
allowed toxic chemicals to seep into the 
river. 
About 200 million gallons of water 
were released from upstream reser­ 
voirs to flush and dillute the chemicals, 
and Ohio EPA officials said only traces 
of the pollution remained. 
Race car driver 
succumbs to stroke 
UNION, Ky. (AP) - The Boone 
County coroner’s office has ruled that 
an Ohio race car driver died of a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 
Ken Tibbs, 32, of Middletown, Ohio, 
collapsed and died in the pit area of the 
Northern Kentuck Speedway on 
Saturday night. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - This 
year’s legislature did something for a 
generally unheralded minority group— 
Ohio’s mentally retarded. 
It gave them a so-called “Bill of 
Rights,” but failed to go the whole 
distance and extend the same benefits 
to the mentally ill. 
“I’m extremely disappointed,” said 
Dr. Kenneth Gaver, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
He said that the companion measure 
which would have extended benefits to 
the mentally ill had been stalled in the 
House Judiciary Committee since April 
18,1973, although efforts were made to 
get it moving in the last days of the 
recent session. 
“It’s too bad they waited until so 
late,” said Dr. Gaver. “I'd like to have 
seen it pass.” 
Dr. Gaver is leaving Sept. I to take 
over a similar post in Texas. 
The mental health administrator, 
widely applauded especially by Gov. 
John J. Gilligan for bringing “humane 
and decent treatment” toto Ohio’s 
mental health program, praised the bill 
that did pass.

“It represents a real milestone in the 
state’s meeting its responsibilities to 
its handicapped citizens, especially 
that which is involved in seeing that 
they are not deprived of their liberty,” 
he said. 
He also said the measure assures 
appropriate protections against such 
things as exploitation in work 
programs, “ assures their human 
rights, lets them have friends and gives 
them their privacy.” 
Dr. Gaver said he believes the 
legislation also “meets all the issues 
which have been brought before the 
courts in recent years.” 
These include guarantees of due 
process under the law and requiring 
payment of wages at the prevailing 
rate if patients volunteer to work. 
The bill prohibits discrimination 
against forma* patients and includes 
language guaranteeing their rights to 
pivateor public employment. It states 
that any person detained by the state 
retains the rights of all other persons 
other than those specifically denied 
him by law. 
It sets up a Legal Rights Service, a 
new agency which is to be independent.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - It is less 
than five months until a billion-dollar 
mass transit proposal goes to Los 
Storm damage 
disrupts road 
work schedules 
The normal work schedules for area 
street and road crews will be disrupted 
this week by the heavy rains this 
weekend. Much of their work will be 
postponed to allow time to clean up 
debris and damage from the storm. 
In addition to the storm-related work, 
city street crews will be sealing cracks 
in Temple Street, and hope to paint in 
the downtown area if the weather 
clears, according to Bill Duncan, 
superintendent of the city street 
department. 


COUNTY 
ROAD crews received 
reports of tree limbs blocking Miami 
Trace, Ghormley, Zimmerman and 
Greenfield-Sabina roads this weekend. 
Charles Wagner, county engineer, said 
that there were probably many more 
that were not reported. After checking 
and clearing downed trees on and near 
area roads, county workers will be 
clearing drainage 
ditches 
along 
Snowhill, Old Springfield, Bogus and 
Stafford roads. A number of culverts 
also require clearing, Wagner said.

stationary rail system. 
Voters will be asked to write a blank 
check for an $8 billion to $10 billion 
proposal which may range from 
something like San Francisco’s BART 
network to a transportation idea not yet 
off some designer’s drawing board. 
Legislation passed last year provides 
that the November ballot issue be 
divided into two separate proposals. If 
both pass, a one-cent countywide sales 
tax increase would be implemented. 
Half of each cent would provide local 
funds—which the federal government 
would supplement with 80 per cent of 
costs— for transit changes. The other 
half-cent would be plowed into existing 
bus systems to continue the county’s 25- 
cent fare pilot program through mid- 
1978. 
Estim ates are that the ballot 
measures would provide about $200 
million in annual additional revenues, 
with the promise of more federal funds. 
But the challenge now facing the 
district is to get the proposal on the 
ballot. That will require approval by 
the Southern California Association of 


Governments, which meets July ll to 
act on it. 
And the county Board cf Supervisors 
has an Aug. 23 deadline for putting the 
transit measure before county voters. 
But a source says the two groups are 
at odds, with the association fearing the 
costly permanence of a fixed rail 
proposal but apparently not satisfied 
with a greatly improved and expanded 
bus system, which the supervisors 
favor. 
The district’s proposal has created 
misunderstanding 
among city 
and 
county agencies, including Mayor Tom 
Bradley’s office. 
Bradley favors a 70-mile initial rail 
system, but the City Council torpedoed 
that program and told the district to 
“begin ... m ediately” developing a 
long-range transit system proposal.

Study shows re-examinations 


CHICAGO (AP) - Middle age is a 
time when a lot of people start thinking 
about doing something for themselves, 
and that’s 
not 
all 
bad, 
says 
a 
psychiatrist. 
During middle age, people evaluate 
their achievements, think about the 
time they have left and what they want 
to accomplish for themselves, he said. 
This 
selfish 
response 
is 
not 
unhealthy, “depending on what you 
do,” according to the psychiatrist, Dr. 
Francois Alouf. 
Alouf, 
director 
of 
psychiatric 
education at Northwestern University 
medical school, presented his ob­ 
servations to newsmen at a preview 
screening of a Public Broadcasting 
Service 
program 
on 
“ Male 
Menopause: 
The Pause that Per­ 
plexes.” 
Narrated by actor Norman Windom, 
the program touches on the problems 
created by a youth-oriented culture 
such as reaching a job plateau, getting 
gray and flabby, not being able to 
perform sexually and other middle-age 
anxieties. 
Some men attempt to adapt to middle 
age by denying that they’re getting 
older, Alouf said. These men continue 
to try to compete with younger men and 
seek 
t6 cover 
up 
their 
physical 
changes, he added. 
“Middle age is mostly a state of 
mind,” the psychiatrist observed. The 
changes vary from individual to in­ 
dividual and some men may even in­ 
crease their sexual activity during 
middle age, he said. 
Alouf said the PBS program in­ 
corporates “just about everything we 
know about the middle years,” and 
noted that only in the past few years 
have scientific studies of this age span 
been conducted. 
He said the program is likely to 
produce 
anxiety in persons ap­ 
proaching middle age or those who 
already are there. He was critical 
because it does not emphasize the 
positive aspects of this period and what 
can be done to cope.

Canning techniques to be demonstrated 


Home canning is enjoying a record 
high burst of popularity in Fayette 
County, if questions and bulletin 
requests coming to the County 
Extension Office are any indication. 
Numerous news articles and radio 
programs are aimed to impress upon 
people that proper techniques are a 
must to prevent spoilage and botulism, 
a deadly toxin. 
Unlike spoilage, which has a 
characteristic odor, botulism has no 
odor or change in the foods ap­ 
pearance. It is not killed at boiling 
temperatures. 
These characteristics require the 


steam pressure method be used for all 
non-acid vegetables, meats, and 
poultry. In addition, all low-acid 
vegetables should be boiled 10-15 
minutes before testing. Greens and 
corn should be boiled 20 minutes and 
stirred during the process since they 
tend to pack together. 
New recommended techniques for 
canning low-acid vegetables and new 
low-acid tomatoes will be demon­ 
strated Tuesday, June 25, from I to 3:30 
p.m. at the Fayette County Extension 
Office. Gladys Kirk, County Home 
Economics Agent, invites the public to 
attend and bring their questions.

Economy ignored good forecasts

NEW YORK (AP) — In the past few 
weeks there has developed very little 
evidence to support the consensus 
forecast of a sharp drop in price in­ 
creases and interest rates by the end of 
the year. 
And, since this is a repeat of the 1973 
scenario, when prices seemed to defy 
the efforts and best intentions of those 
who claimed to understand what was 
going on, there exists today a feeling of 
abandonment to fate. 
The federal government has largely 
withdrawn from direct intervention in 
the marketplace as a whole, although it 
continues sporadically its attempts to 
cover over the big problems, such as 
the threatened bankruptcy of cat­ 
tlemen. 
The forecasts come with the old 
frequency but are quickly assaulted by 
facts. 
Private 
and 
government 
forecasters alike are beginning to find 


themselves out on a limb, their pleas of 
“wait ’til next month” sounding too 
shrill to be believed. 
Last week the prime rate rose, 
against the forecasts, of course. It was 
foreordained by a sharp rise in 
business borrowing at the big New 
York banks, again in defiance of the 
forecasts. 
The latest consumer price index, for 
May, also showed an increase in the 
rate olf increase, to an annual rate of 
13.2 per cent. It meant that consumer 
prices in May were 10.7 per cent over a 
year ago. 
What does that mean in terms of 
wages? For some, of course, it means 
automatic increases because their 
incomes are tied to the cost of living, 
rising via escalator clauses to the same 
degree. 
For millions of others, however, it 
means a further decrease in the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar they take 
home. They can buy less and less with

that dollar unless they get pay raises. 
And so, trouble brews on that front. 
In fact, the forecasts that seem most 
likely to be realized are those now 
emanating from every direction that 
labor will become increasingly aggres­ 
sive, after a mysterious hiatus during 
the past year. 
Medical bills are growing faster now 
than earlier this year. Clothing and 
used car prices are accelerating. 
Mortgage rates are rising, although the 
consequences are academic, since the 
housing market has all but expired. 
What is bothering some economists 
and government officials now is a 
matter that should have been ap­ 
preciated much earlier: Whether 
prices can be controlled at all for many 
months more. 
It is one thing to control domestic 
prices through proper fiscal and 
monetary measures. It is an entirely 
different matter when the prices to be 
controlled are set abroad. 
Both energy and food are world 
markets, with world demand setting 
the price. Since the United States 
imports both —as well as exports 
both—it cannot escape the inflationary 
impact.

Here is a remarkable hand 
played by Italy and Sweden in 
the 1967 European cham­ 
pionship.

The Swedish North-South pair 
got to six diamonds on the 
sequence shown. South opened 
with a diamond and, after the 
Italian West doubled and North 
leaped to four spades, retreated 
to five diamonds. 
North imaginatively raised to 
six, reasoning that South simply 
had to be void of spades to 


remove four spades to five 
diamonds. On that basis, 
thought North, his hand had 
much greater value than it 
appeared to have on the surface 
— and he backed his judgment 
by bidding six. 
West (Bellentani) was of 
course surprised by his op­ 
ponents’ vigorous bidding — 
considering the enormous high- 
card strength he had—but he 
recognized that the slam un­ 
dertaking must be largely 
based on distribution. 
Accordingly he passed six 
diamonds, which was certainly 
the prudent thing to do, but he 
then came forth with the ex­ 
traordinary opening lead of the 
king of diamonds! 
No truer arrow was ever shot! 
Declarer ruffed two hearts in 
dummy but then had to lose two 
heart tricks to go down one. 
Had Bellentani made any 
opening lead other than a 
trump, South would have made 
the slam quite easily. He would 
have ruffed three hearts in 
dummy and his only loser would 
have been a heart. 
Bellentani surely had the 
courage of his convictions when 
he elected to lead the king of 
trumps. Undoubtedly many 
players holding the West hand 
would also have thought of 
leading this card, but not many 
would actually have done so. 
Perhaps that’s why the Italians 
won the championship that 
year.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - The 
United Presbyterian Church today 
grappled with a severe financial 
squeeze that has drained its reserves 
and crimped its operations. 
With reserve capital exhausted in 
deficit spending in the last three years 
to cope with shrinking income and even 
to meet reduced budgets, the church 
now faced the necessity of living on 
current receipts. 
This was’ the uncertain economic 
picture for the 2.8-million-member 
denomination 
as 
its 
governing 
assembly went into the eighth day of a 
10-day meeting. 
Among the 725 voting delegates, the 
jolting financial plight, unveiled by 
budget officers, was a main and 
troubling concern. 
“Ifs a very painful, very serious 
situation,” said the Rev. Daniel Little 
of New York, a staff budget officer. 
Church income has plummeted 35 per 
cent since 1972 and was down another 
13.5 per cent for the first of this year. 
National mission budgets dropped from 
$40 million to the current $32 million in 
that period, propped up by use of re­ 
serves. 
But these were gone now or com­ 
mitted, and a budget section has said 
the church must cut its national budget 
another 25 per cent for 1975 to $26 mil­ 
lion, down $7 million.

The commissioners heard a request 
from Sommers, of the county extension 
office, for $891 to complete financing of 
Mayors seeking bigger role 
in 1976 Presidential race 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - The 
annual meeting of die U.S. Conference 
of Mayors this week is serving as a 
showcase for new political stars among 
municipal chief executives. 
The Democrats especially are 
making plans for a bigger role in 
choosing their party’s 1976 presidential 
ticket, and they wouldn’t mind having a 
mayor on it. Included among possi­ 
bilities for a vice presidential bid are 
mayors Kevin White of Boston and 
Thomas Bradley of Los Angeles. 
Most of the Republican limelight is 
on Ralph Perk of Cleveland and 
Richard G. Lugar of Indianapolis, Ind., 
both nominees for the U.S. Senate this 


year, and Pete Wilson of San Diego, 
considering a 1976 Senate race in 
California. 
But the vast majority of the mayors 
are Democrats—22 out of the 30 most 
populous cities— and 
they are 
organizing this week to make a formal 
effort to exercise their political in­ 
fluence on the national scene in the next 
two years. 
The Democratic caucus led by 
Milwaukee Mayor Henry W. Maier 
planned a meeting tonight to discuss 
methods by which the city chief 
executives can round up and control 
blocks of delegate votes to the 1976 
Democratic National Convention.

Arguments are scheduled for Ju ly 8 
on special prosecutor Leon Jaw orksi’s 
(Please turn to page 2 
Mitchell action on Hughes 
called improper in report 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The U.S. 
attorney general’s secret approval of 
the extension of billionaire Howard 
Hughes’ gambling empire was linked

The 
Supreme Court today ruled that juries 
do not have unlimited authority to 
decide what is obscene in their com­ 
munities. 
A unanimous court determined that 
the film “ Carnal Knowledge” is not 
obscene and overturned the conviction 
of a Georgia theater operator who 
showed it. 
In a related 5-4 decision, the court 
ruled in a California case that a 
brochure advertising “ The Illustrated 
Presidential Report on the Commission 
on Obscenity and Pornography” was 
hard-core m aterial which can be 
banned under a federal mail law. 


Justice W illiam H. Rehnquist, who 
wrote the court’s opinions in both 
cases, said guidelines delivered in five 
landmark cases a year ago were not 


meant to give juries absolute freedom 
to ban movies and other m aterials as 
obscene. 
He recalled that the court last year 
“ made it plain that ... ‘no one w ill be 
subject to prosecution for the sale or 
exposure of obscene m aterials unless 
these m aterials depict or describe 
patently offensive hardcore sexual 
conduct.’” 
The 
court 
viewed 
“ Carnal 
Knowledge,” a film which gained wide 
critical acclaim , and concluded that it 
did not “ depict sexual conduct in a pat­ 
ently offensive w ay,” Rehnquist said. 
“ While the subject matter of the 
picture is, in a broader sense, sex, and 
there are scenes in which sexual 
conduct including ‘ultimate sexual 
acts’ is to be understood to be taking 
place, the camera does not focus on the 
bodies of the actors at such tim es,” he 
continued. 
In the 1973 cases, the court rejected 
the application of a national standard 
defining punishable obscenity and said 
instead that prosecutors may move 
against film s and other m aterial on the 
basis of community standards. 
The ambiguity of community stan­ 
dards produced confusion in courts, 
and the Supreme Court did little to 
clarify it today. 
In the Georgia case, the court noted 
that its 1973 decision suggested that 
m aterial showing or describing norm al 
or perverted sexual intercourse, 
masturbation, and excretory functions 
was within the range of punishable 
obscenity. 
“ While this did not purport to be an 
exhaustive catalog of what juries might 
find patently offensive, it was certainly 
intended to fix substantive con­ 
stitutional lim itations, deriving from 
the First Amendment 
Rehnquist 
said.

W ASHINGTO N (A P ) - Taxes, 
impeachment and concern over the 
spread of nuclear weapons to the 
Middle East occupy the attention of 
Congress this week. 
The Senate is resuming debate on tax 
cut and tax reform measures but 
chances of proposals passing appear to 
have evaporated. 
House activities include decisions on 
witnesses for the impeachment inquiry 
against President Nixon and hearings 
on whether nuclear power aid to Egypt 
and Israel could lead to development of 
nuclear weapons in that region. 
Opponents of action on the tax 
proposals 
succeeded 
through 
filibustering 
and 
parliam entary 
maneuvers in preventing any sub­ 
stantive votes on the issues last week. 
They have agreed to permit a roll call 
test today on a package proposal 
railing for a $6.6-billion income tax cut 
and a variety of reform measures that 
would raise $7 billion annually within 
four years from corporations and 
wealthy persons. 
But even sponsors of the package, led 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Masa., 
concede it probably w ill be defeated. 
Kennedy then hopes to break the 
package down into its components and 


get separate votes, starting with the 
I reform provision to repeal the 22 per 
cent oil depletion allowance. 
Even if this succeeds, the different 
items still could be filibustered. And 
many oil state senators stand ready to 
talk at length to protect the depletion 
allowance. 
The tax cut and tax reform measures 
are being offered as amendments to a 
debt ceiling bill, which must be sent to 
President Nixon by the end of the week, 
or the ceiling w ill drop to the per­ 
manent figure of $400 billion. This is $75 
billion below the present debt and 
would cause serious financial problems 
for the government. 
Because of the deadline, Senate 
leaders are expected to call off the fight 
on a tax cut and tax reform at some 
point and move to send the unamended 
debt ceiling bill to the White House. 
The Senate is scheduled to |>ass today 
a continuing resolution to provide funds 
for all government departments, pend­ 
ing action on the appropriations bills 
for fiscal 1975, which begins Ju ly I. 
Congress has not cleared a single one 
of the required 14 bills. 
Also up for Senate passage today is 
legislation authorizing a $3-billion 
emergency loan program for livestock 
producers.

The court deferred action on Nixon’s 
request until July 8 when it has a 
hearing scheduled on his claim of 
executive privilege for tapes and docu­ 
ments wanted in connection with the 
Watergate cover-up trial. 
In a motion filed with the court last 
week, the President’s attorneys sought

The court has agreed to consider 
Nixon’s claim of executive privilege for 
the tapes and documents, along with 
the question of whether a federal grand 
jury had the authority to name an in­ 
cumbent president as a coconspirator.

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Find shock 
probation 
does work 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)- Six per 
cent fewer parolees return to prison for 
violation of shock probation in Ohio 
than for violation of probation after 
longer jail terms, an Ohio State 
University study reveals. 
The authors of the study, Associate 
Professor Harry E. 
Allen and 
researcher Nancy J. Ber an, conclude 
tentatively that shock probation 
generally has been successful here and 
should be continued. 
About one in four persons sentenced 
to prison in the state is granted shock 
probation today, nearly nine years 
after Ohio adopted the experiment as 
an option for judges, Allen and Beran 
say. 
The theory is that convicted felons 
who are not hardened criminals may 
benefit more from short exposure to 
prison than from long terms. 
The study notes that shock parolees 
are likely to be persons with family or 
community ties who also have good 
prospects for employment.

NASHVILLE, Twin. (AP) - It seems 
weird in this disc jockey day and age, 
but there’s a morning radio show here 
featuring a 10-piece band. A live one. 
It’s part of WSM’s "Waking Crew,” 
the local talk and music effort that 
start’s it’s 75-minute version of reveille 
weekday mornings at 7:45 a.m. 
The proceedings, held in a sur­ 
prisingly unguarded studio where 
unwary visitors are apt to find them­ 
selves part of the day’s act, has been on 
WSM for 22 years. 
One of the last of its kind in the U.S., 
it’s a stubborn holdout from the days 
listeners arose to "Don MacNeil’s 
Breakfast Club” and not deejay 
chatter. 
As WSM-AM’s General Manager Len 
Hensel puts it, "The show is what we 
play for the Mochiciams.” 
What makes this tribe a bit unusual 
—at least for those who think Nashville 
means only country music — is that its 
music is decidedly uncountry. 
Last Monday, for example, the wares 
included "Bluesette,” "I Cover The 
Waterfront,” "Sing” from "Sesame 
Street” and "Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band.” 
The contemporary approach aims at 
Nashville’s urbanites, not the country 


fans WSM programs for at night, and 
the ratings show it works well, Hensel 
says. 
"Hie show is nostalgic, but it’s more 
than that,” adds Teddy Bart, 38, the 
Pennsylvania-born 
host 
of 
the 
"Walking Crew” since 1972. "It’s a 
tradition.” 
The tradition currently includes a 
different local vocalist each day, plus 
Bill Williams, southern editor for 
Billboard magazine, and John Bibb, 
sports editor of the Nashville Ten­ 
nessean. 
Williams does news and country 
music items and Bibb, the sporting 
scene. Each does his thing in an off­ 
hand conversational way. It’s not the 
frantic Manhattan approach by a long 
shot. 
Members of the band, all on staff at 
WSM, also chip in, razzing and being 
razzed, the give-and take more akin to 
a studio rehearsal than an on-air show. 
The humor is a shade corny at times, 
but it’s not hillbilly. On one show, for 
example, band pianist Joe Layne was 
chided for trying to sell autographed 
pictures of Dizzy Gillespie at a country 
music show. 
The "Waking Crew” isn’t a low cost 
venture by any means. Hensel says it 
costs close to $2,000 a week to air and 
it’s on 52 weeks a year.

France’s nuclear tests 
France continues its ill-advised 
insistence on conducting 
at­ 
mospheric nuclear tests despite 
intensive international protest. A 
series of blasts will be touched off on 
Muroroa Atoll in the Pacific, the site 
of testing by the French each 
summer since 1966. 
The last series aroused great but 
in the end ineffectual opposition, 
especially in Australia and other 
Pacific nations. France was rightly 
charged with actions running 


counter to the prevailing worldwide 
sentiment for curbs on the nuclear 
arms race. Paris, relying heavily on 
the fact that France is not a 
signatory to the test ban treaty, 
bulled it through and completed the 


Now we are confronted with the 
same situation all over again. This 
time the French insistence on at­ 
mospheric tests seems all the worse 
because it follows so closely on the 


heels of India's entry into the 
nuclear sweepstakes. 
French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing has made the welcome 
promise that these will be the last 
French tests conducted in the at­ 
mosphere. Much more welcome 
would be an immediate renunciation 
of further testing to betoken concern 
about the spread of nuclear 
capability. New Delhi and Paris are 
showing themselves callous to this 
consideration. 
WASHINGTON CALLING . . . b y Marquis Childs 
Those committee leaders 
WASHINGTON - Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino is sick at heart over the 
continuing leaks that he believes are 
seriously jeopardizing the standing of 
the House Judiciary Committee. The 
discipline and coherence which Rodino 
sought to maintain at the outset of the 
inquiry into the impeachment of the 
President have been seriously eroded. 
The news leaks are manna from 
heaven 
for the 
White 
House. 
Presidential counsellor Dean Burch 
went on television the other evening to 
say that the inability of the committee 
to keep documents and confidential 
tapes secret is proof of the committee's 
unreliability. 


THE IRONY is that most of the 
leaking, according to committee 
sources, comes from three Democratic 
members who are hottest for im­ 
peachment. They do not seem to realize 
that their response to the pressure 
from newsmen is putting the chance of 
an impeachment resolution in serious 
jeopardy. 
The odds have been against im­ 
peachment from the start. That is the 
view of a staff director who has fried to 
keep a detached point of view in all the 
turmoil surrounding the work of the 
committee. And they are against im­ 
peachment today in this carefully 
calculated view. 
The leakers behave as though this 
were some relatively minor matter 
involving a federal judge instead of the 
most important test of law and order in 
the history of the nation. The newsmens 


press in after each secret session and 
the result has been a series of 
disclosures. 
The latest disclosure of two con­ 
fidential memorandums supplied by 
committee suffers appeared in The 
New York Times. They were two of a 
total of 14 leaked after a single session. 
When his aides come to him to report 
(Mi die flow out of the sieve the com­ 
mittee is becoming, Rodino is 
dismayed. He has tried to be selective 
in distributing memorandums and staff 
analyses, but there is little he can do 
with a committee made up of 38 men 
and women each representing his own 
district. 
The 
leakers 
are 
especially 
vulnerable to pressure from their 
home-town newsmen since they hope 
for favorable treatment in the coming 
election campaign. 
Those trying objectively to gauge the 
chance of an impeachment resolution 
were struck by the power of the 
Administration in the vote on the land- 
use bill. By 211 to 204 the House turned 
down the relatively mild measure 
providing a degree of federal par­ 
ticipation, without sanctions, in lend- 
use planning. 
Assailed by conservatives, the 
measure as late as January had the 
support of Secretary of Interior Rogers 
Morton, who gave it the Administration 
blessing as a conservation measure. 
Then the conservatives led by Rep. 
John J. Rhodes of Arizona, the minority 
leader, turned on the heat. This was an 
invasion of private enterprise and the 
I right of the landowner. 


ON ORDERS from the White House, 
Morton switched. Here was im­ 
peachment politics designed to win 
over those who would sUnd by the 
President in the impeachment crunch. 
To the troubles of the committee, add 
the Nixon television specUcular in the 
Middle East. He is on screen every 
night playing Mr. President on the 
news shows to cheering thousands. 
Against an exotic setting he promises 
peace and progress. 
Seen by anywhere from 30 million to 
40 million viewers, it takes no in-depth 
psychologist to see what coloration this 
lends to the President's authority. 
Never mind if the substance of these 
exchanges is so slight as to be 
negligible, the scene changes every 
night and that is what counts. 
Returning from the Middle East, the 
President, after a brief interval in 
Washington, will go to the Soviet Union. 
At least a week more of television 
coverage will come out of that visit 
with Mr. President again carrying out 
his mission for peace in the world. 
The contrast on screen with the 
House Judiciary committee is daun­ 
ting. Thirty-eight good men and 
women, they appear as uncertain 
stragglers divided in their views. 
This may all be resolved when the 
hearings go public and the mass of 
material accumulated to date is given 
out. That will put an end to the leaks. 
But a great deal of damage has already 
been done and, in arriving at the final 
score in the House of Representatives, 
it cannot be discounted.

Ohio Perspective 
State assisting 
mentally retarded 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - This 
year’s legislature did something for a 
generally unheralded minority group— 
Ohio's mentally retarded. 
It gave .them a so-called "Bill of 
Rights," but failed to go the whole 
distance and extend the same benefits 
to the mentally ill. 
"I'm extremely disappointed," said 
Dr. Kenneth Gaver, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
He said that the companion measure 
which would have extended benefits to 
the mentally ill had been stalled in the 
House Judiciary Committee since April 
18,1973, although efforts were made to 
get it moving in the last days of the 
recent session. 
"It’s too bad they waited until so 
late," said Dr. Gaver. "I’d like to have 
seen it pass." 
Dr. Gaver is leaving Sept. 1 to take 
over a similar post in Texas. 
The mental health administrator, 
widely applauded especially by Gov. 
John J. Gilligan for bringing "humane 
and decent treatment17 Jnto Onfo’s 
mental health program, praised the pill 
that did pass.

"It represents a real milestone in the 
state’s meeting its responsibilities to 
its handicapped citizens, especially 
that which is involved in seeing that 
they are not deprived of their liberty,” 
he said. 
He also said the measure assures 
appropriate protections against such 
things as exploitation in work 
programs, "assures their human 
rights, lets them have friends and gives 
them their privacy." 
Dr. Gaver said he believes the 
legislation also "meets all the issues 
which have been brought before the 
courts in recent years." 
These include guarantees of due 
process under the law and requiring 
payment of wages at the prevailing 
rate if patients volunteer to work. 
The bill prohibits discrimination 
against former patients and includes 
language guaranteeing their rights to 
private or public employment. It states 
that any person detained by the state 
retains the rights of all other persons 
other than those specifically denied 
him by law. 
It sets up a Legal Rights Service, a 
new agency which is to be independent.

Study shows re-examinations 


CHICAGO (AP) - Middle age is a 
time when a lot of people start thinking 
about doing something for themselves, 
and that’s not all 
bad, says a 
psychiatrist. 
During middle age, people evaluate 
their achievements, think about the 
time they have left and what they want 
to accomplish for themselves, he said. 
This 
selfish 
response 
is 
not 
unhealthy, “depending on what you 
do,” according to the psychiatrist, Dr. 
Francois Alouf. 
Alouf, 
director of psychiatric 
education at Northwestern University 
medical school, presented his ob­ 
servations to newsmen at a preview 
screening of a Public Broadcasting 
Service 
program 
on 
“Male 
Menopause: The Pause that Per­ 
plexes.” 
Nitrated by actor' Nbrin^ Wlridom, 
the program touches on the problems 
created by a youth-oriented culture 
such as reaching a job plateau, getting 
gray and flabby, not being able to 
perform sexually and other middle-age 
anxieties. 
Some men attempt to adapt to middle 
age by denying that they’re getting 
older, Alouf said. These men continue 
to try to compete with younger men and 
seek t6 cover up their physical 
changes, he added. 
“Middle age is mostly a state of 
mind,” the psychiatrist observed. The 
changes vary from individual to in­ 
dividual and some men may even in­ 
crease their sexual activity during 
middle age, he said. 
Alouf said the PBS program in­ 
corporates “just about everything we 
know about the middle years,” and 
noted that only in the past few years 
have scientific studies of this age span 
been conducted. 
He said the program is likely to 
produce anxiety in persons ap­ 
proaching middle age or those who 
already are there. He was critical 
because it does not emphasize the 
positive aspects of this period and what 
can be done to cope.

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I Angeles voters, who still have no idea | 
what they’ll be asked to approve. 
Planners hired by the Souther 
California Rapid Transit District began 
drafting a proposal 20 months ago, but 
their conclusions are only vaguely de­ 
fined. 
They say that buses would serve only 
as interim modes of transportation in 
auto-oriented Los Angeles until the 
county could establish some sort of rail 
system. But what form that long-range 
system should take is the mystery. 
Exclusive bus-lanes in the city and on 
the freeways are fine, but limited, the 
planners said. Los Angeles’ ultimate 
transportation needs are for a 
stationary rail system. 
Voters will be asked to write a blank 
check for an $8 billion to $10 billion 
proposal which may range from 
something like San Francisco’s BART 
network to a transportation idea not yet 
off some designer’s drawing board. 
Legislation passed last year provides 
that the November ballot issue be 
divided into two separate proposals. If 
both pass, a one-cent countywide sales 
tax increase would be implemented. 
Half of each cent would provide local 
funds—which the federal government 
would supplement with 80 per cent of 
costs— for transit changes. The other 
half-cent would be plowed into existing 
bus systems to continue the county’s 25- 
cent fare pilot program through mid- 
1978. 
Estimates are that the ballot 
measures would provide about $200 
million in annual additional revenues, 
with the promise of more federal funds. 
But the challenge now facing the 
district is to get the proposal on the 
ballot. That will require approval by 
the Southern California Association of 


Governments, which meets July ll to 
act on it. 
And the county Board of Supervisors 
has an Aug. 23 deadline for putting the 
transit measure before county voters. 
But a source says the two groups are 
at odds, with the association fearing the 
costly permanence of a fixed rail 
proposal but apparently not satisfied 
with a greatly improved and expanded 
bus system, which the supervisors 
favor. 
The district’s proposal has created 
misunderstanding among city and 
county agencies, including Mayor Tom 
Bradley’s office. 
Bradley favors a 70-mile initial rail 
system, but the City Council torpedoed 
that program and told the district to 
“begin ... mediately” developing a 
long-range transit system proposal.

Canning techniques to be demonstrated 


Home canning is enjoying a record 
high burst of popularity in Fayette 
County, if questions and bulletin 
requests coming to the County 
Extension Office are any indication. 
Numerous news articles and radio 
programs are aimed to impress upon 
people that proper techniques are a 
must to prevent spoilage and botulism, 
a deadly toxin. 
Unlike spoilage, which has a 
characteristic odor, botulism has no 
odor or change in the foods ap­ 
pearance. It is not kibed at boihng 
temperatures. 
These characteristics require the 


steam pressure method be used for all 
non-acid vegetables, meats, and 
poultry. In addition, all low-acid 
vegetables should be boiled 10-15 
minutes before testing. Greens and 
corn should be boiled 20 minutes and 
stirred during the process since they 
tend to pack together. 
New recommended techniques for 
canning low-acid vegetables and new 
low-acid tomatoes will be demon­ 
strated Tuesday, June 25, from I to 3:30 
p.m. at the Fayette County Extension 
Office. Gladys Kirk, County Home 
Economics Agent, invites the public to 
attend and bring their questions.

Economy ignored good forecasts

NEW YORK (AP) - In the past few 
weeks there has developed very little 
evidence to support the consensus 
forecast of a sharp drop in price in­ 
creases and interest rates by the end of 
the year. 
And, since this is a repeat of the 1973 
scenario, when prices seemed to defy 
the efforts and best intentions of those 
who claimed to understand what was 
going on, there exists today a feeling of 
abandonment to fate. 
The federal government has largely 
withdrawn from direct intervention in 
the marketplace as a whole, although it 
continues sporadically its attempts to 
cover over the big problems, such as 
the threatened bankruptcy of cat­ 
tlemen. 
The forecasts come with the old 
frequency but are quickly assaulted by 
facts. 
Private and government 
forecasters alike are beginning to find 


themselves out on a limb, their pleas of 
“wait ’til next month” sounding too 
shrill to be believed. 
Last week the prime rate rose, 
against the forecasts, of course. It was 
foreordained by a sharp rise in 
business borrowing at the big New 
York banks, again in defiance of the 
forecasts. 
The latest consumer price index, for 
May, also showed an increase in the 
rate o*f increase, to an annual rate of 
13.2 per cent. It meant that consumer 
prices in May were 10.7 per cent over a 
year ago. 
What does that mean in terms of 
wages? For some, of course, it means 
automatic increases because their 
incomes are tied to the cost of living, 
rising via escalator clauses to the same 
degree. 
For millions of others, however, it 
means a further decrease in the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar they take 
home. They can buy less and less with

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that dollar unless they get pay raises. 
And so, trouble brews on that front. 
In fact, the forecasts that seem most 
likely to be realized are those now 
emanating from every direction that 
labor will become increasingly aggres­ 
sive, after a mysterious hiatus during 
the past year.

Here is a remarkable hand 
played by Italy and Sweden in 
the 1967 European cham­ 
pionship. 
It features ex­ 
ceptional bidding and ex­ 
ceptional play. 
The Swedish North-South pair 
got to six diamonds on the 
sequence shown. South opened 
with a diamond and, after the 
Italian West doubled and North 
leaped to four spades, retreated 
to five diamonds. 
North imaginatively raised to 
six, reasoning that South simply 
had to be void of spades to 


remove tour spades to five 
diamonds. On that basis, 
thought North, his hand had 
much greater value than it 
appeared to have on the surface 
— and he backed his judgment 
by bidding six. 
West (Bellentani) was of 
course surprised by his op­ 
ponents’ vigorous bidding — 
considering the enormous high- 
card strength he had—but he 
recognized that the slam un­ 
dertaking must be largely 
based on distribution. 
Accordingly he passed six 
diamonds, which was certainly 
the prudent thing to do, but he 
then came forth with the ex­ 
traordinary opening lead of the 
king of diamonds! 
No truer arrow was ever shot! 
Declarer ruffed two hearts in 
dummy but then had to lose two 
heart tricks to go down one. 
Had Bellentani made any 
opening lead other than a 
trump, South would have made 
the slam quite easily. He would 
have ruffed three hearts in 
dummy and his only loser would 
have been a heart. 
Bellentani surely had the 
courage of his convictions when 
he elected to lead the king of 
trumps. Undoubtedly many— 
players holding die West hand 
would also have thought of 
leading this card, but not many 
would actually have done so. 
Perhaps that’s why the Italians 
won the championship that 
year.

Presbyterian 
Church faces 
money pinch 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - The 
^United Presbyterian Church today 
gfappled wim\a severe financial 
squeeze that has drained its reserves 
and crimped its operations. 
With reserve capital exhausted in 
deficit spending in the last three years 
to cope with shrinking income and even 
to meet reduced budgets, the church 
now faced the necessity of living on 
current receipts. 
This was* the uncertain economic 
picture for the 2.8-million-member 
denomination as 
its 
governing 
assembly went into the eighth day of a 
10-day meeting. 
Among the 725 voting delegates, the 
jolting financial plight, unveiled by 
budget officers, was a main and 
troubling concern. 
“It’s a very painful, very serious 
situation,” said the Rev. Daniel Little 
of New York, a staff budget officer. 
Church income has plummeted 35 per 
cent since 1972 and was down another 
13.5 per cent for the first of this year. 
National mission budgets dropped from 
$40 million to the current $32 million in 
that period, propped up by use of re­ 
serves. 
But these were gone now or com­ 
mitted, and a budget section has said 
the church must cut its national budget 
another 25 per cent for 1975 to $26 mil­ 
lion, down $7 million.

the Fayette County Day Camp 
Program. The request was $96 higher 
than the appropriation granted by the 
commissioners last year, and Sommers 
explained that the increase could be 
attributed to an increase of some IO per 
cent in the cost of food and an increase 
in the cost of supplies.
